It does not present quile as 
many mysteries as the Carew case did, but 
it has characteristica uot entirely dissimilar, 
innamuch as the murderer seems to have 
exercised a similarly mistaken ingenuity to 
mislead his inevitable jursuers. In the 
Carew case, anonymous letters were writ- 
ten to divert the hue and cry; in the pre- 
rent instance the man has endeavoured to 
entangle it amid a multiplicity of +t2amers. 
In both cuses there are symptoms of what 
we may call the “penny dreadful’ mind, 
and the same extraordinary inattention to 
matters bound to defeat the object of the 
rest of the scheming. It must be « source 
of consolation to the public that in the ma- 
jority of such cases, criminal ingenuity 
generally suffers from flaws that lead to its 
detection. In the detective world, “ Sher- 
luck Holmes” is x myth; gossips grumble 
occasionully at the alleged inefficiency of the 
police, but the mo-t unreasonable of them 
does not expect that the miracles of Cunan 
Doyle's imagination should be reproduced 
in real life. It is therefore fortunate for 
the officiul guardians of public safety that 
“Professor Moriary"’ is an equally rare 
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bird. Tbe smartest of criminals will make 
the most stupid of blunders. The murderer 
who could conceive of the plan of getting 
his victim entombed in the depths ofthe hold 
of an ‘oceangoing steamer was cunning, but 
not shrewd enough to reckon on the conse- 
quences of a possible miscarriage of his pilav. 
Otherwise ie would have used for packing 
the grisly evidence of his brutality something 
other than towels into which was woven in 
staring characters the name of the hotel at 
which he and his victim had been stiying. 
As to his temperament, the liveliest curiosity 
is unavoidable. It must have required a 
devilish sort of temper to kill a woman 
by straueling, with the deliberation evinced 
in the use of a bairbrush as a tourniquet. 
The sub-equent robbery, again, even if it 
were nut the sole motive of the crime, puts 
the wickedness of it all on a lower, meaner, 
scale ; and though the man has to be tried 
before he is condemned, (and caught before 
he is tried), we do not. anticipate in this case 
any sentimental issues being raised, of 
brainstorms, or any specious defences of that 
sort. Whoever slew the unfortunate woman 
und:r circumstances of such almost in- 
conceivable malignity Las well earned the 
unanimous execration of the populace, and 
the police now in search of 
strougest possible public good_wishes for 
their success. It is a litt'e unfortunate that 
so much well meant assistance should have 
proved an embarrassment rather than a 
help, but though the opportunities of getting 
away from Hongkong are so numerous and 
complex, the police do not dispair of even- 
tually laying hands on the miscreant. The 
publicity already given to the description 
of a suspect must have made his progress 
leas easy than it hus hitherto been.

Such was the attitude takea up 
over yesterday's breakfast aod tiffin tables, 
and as the result of enquiry, we bave to 
give the not very satisfactory answer that 
the Hongkong Chamber of Commerce has 
go fur not received any auch enquiries.

that, to reflect in future coutroversics that 
both or all parties may be in the right, as 
the blind men uf the parable certainly were, 
from their several points of view. The 
story might be extended to include iwo 
bystanders, one seeing, the other blind. It 
is impossible in tbe nature of thinge, the 
blind bystander logically would arguc, that 
all three could be right. A snake is nothing 
like a rock, for instance, therefore, 
obvicuely, q.e.d., and go on, either the 
second or third witness must be falsely 
testifying. Mcst of us are in the 
position of the blind bystander when 
confronted with life’s little problems 
and discussions, and it is only a few 
seers who are able to smile and admit 
the justice of each claim. It is an 
erroneous aphorism tbat puts truth between 
two extremes, then; both extremes are 
truths ; aod propusitions that may appear 
to the blind bystander to be mutually 
destructive may actually be complemen- 
tary. But this is metaphysical. In his

FUTILE FORECASTS.

No preperly informed pereon is likely to 
regard “General” Boornasan authority 
on Far Eastern mattera, aud it will hardly 
be claimed that he was ‘inspire! ” when 
he prophesied recently that China and 
Japan will one day exercise the hegemony 
of the world, and that they will attain that 
position, at present held by white men, “by 
peaceful commercial competition.” He was 
a mere globetrotter in the Far East, and 
lid not even trouble to visit China, although 
he includes it in his suleequent observations. 
Like all globetrotters, he was not careful t» 
cut the coat of his criticisn.s ac.ording to 
the measure of his acquired material, and 
much of what he is reported to Lave uttered 
is mere parrol-like repetition of ,hrases 
he hag beard or read from others. It is 
this fact, that there are others saying the 
same or similar things, that ulone mikzs 
bigs remarks worth noticiny, althcugh we 
have no infention of taking them seriously. 
“General” Booru expressly e'iminated war 
from his prognostications, thoush i° seems 
clear encugh that before they could te 
permitted to come to pass, war would be 
inevitable, war of the bloodiest description, 
war a l'untrance, in fact, because provoked 
hy dire necessity, by the strugyle for cx- 
istence. Those who really and cericusly 
helieve in the Yellow Peril of the German 
Emperor, since, we understand, r canted by 
His Majesty, may Jook upon Asia as a 
hornets’ vest, and upon Western civilization 
as a mischievous boy puking it with a stick, 
to see what will bappen. We do not admire 
the unalogy, preferring to call the hornets’ 
nest a nest of bedgeliogs, for we do not as 
yet, even with Japan in miad, see any 
decisive signs that the Asiatics bave coine 
within meaguralle distance of realizing the 
potentialities of their nuwkers and weight. 
The West has worked iar.) to hustle the 
Eas!, which has pieferred to roll itself’ up 
like the hedgehog, presenting its spines to 
the disturber, but otherwise lying inert. 
It has become platitudinous to say that the 
Japanese, by their conversion to Western 
manners and methods, have contributed to 
the force of impact from the West a tractive 
furce from the Enst, but as yet they cannot 
be said to have successfully drawn as much 
as the West has driven. Possibly it will 
set be fuuud, as we suspect, that their con- 
version is so thorough that they too 
| prefer to drive rather than to draw. It 
doves certoinly appear to as that they have 
accepted the haudicaps as well as the helps 
of the West; and the labour or industrial 
troubles of Germany, Beifast, Southern 
France, an-l elsewhere, are by no mesas 
unparalleled in modern Japan. Such is one 
of the penalties to be paid for the progress 
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of material science and the multiplying of 
alleged necessities. With greater loxtry 
and costlier existence come dissatisfaction 
and indiscipline, and a degenerated physique 
and a more complex mentality prene to 
hysteria. The Californian agitaion, the 
repatriation of Chinese from South Africa, 
and the colour prejudices of British . 
Columbia and elsewhere, are merely portents 
of what would happen if ‘* General” 
Boora’s prophecies were to look like coming 
true. It is undoubted that the ekill and 
paticnce of workmen and craftsmen whose 
needs are simple and habits frugal are 
dendly weapons when opposed to the 
industry of those aroustomed to a more 
comfortable plane of existence as bread- 
wiuners. Before they could be generally 
brought to bear, however, tha West would 
have other weapons out, aud by the time the 
East b:came ready to work on equal terms 
it would perhaps find itself doing all the 
work, but in slavery to the West. At 
present such a situation is unthinkable, and 
the picture is drawn merely to show the 
futility of such forecasts as the one 
attributed to on old man whom too 
many backpattings have made garrulous, 


THE CHINESE EMPRESS. 
DOWAGER. 


(Da ly Press, 17th August.) 

The story of the imminent abdication of 
the Kmpress-Dowager of China is one that 
has been irequently rspented during the last 
twelve mouths, and we Lelieve the date was 
fixed about two months ago by a Chinese 
journalist in Shanghai who has the 
advantage of an imagination in thorough 
working order. It may be taken for granted 
that authentic information of that nature 
would not be published in any hole-and- 
ccrner ways, whereas at present the story 
is discreetly ignored by native journals 
anennble to Peking influences. In the 
middle of last month the Empress-Dowager 
was repoited tu be “ seriously thinking ” of 
handing back the reins of government to 
the Empercr, and that “the day chocen for 
the ceremony will be the first day of the 
vext Chiuese new year’—February 2nd 


next. The story of that date was given 
vratsemblance by the added comirent that 
‘‘on that occasion also it is probable 


au Heir Apparent will also be selected,” 
and the in‘ant nephew of the Emperor 
(Prince Chun's son) aud Princes Kung 
and P'u Tun were nominated as 
likely selections, Subsequent statements 
are unlikely to be more than _ repeti- 
tions und variations of these cavards, 
which were a natural outcome of the period 
mark.d by anti-dynastic agitation. It is 
tuypose | to be unwise to prophesy, but our 
ruccexe in the matier of Ex-Viceroy Sham’s 
non-return to Canton emboldens us to 
venture the further prediction that the 
Empress-Dowager will die in harness. The 
official panic that has been responsible for 
so much barbarity may have pe: etrated 
the Forbidden City to eome extent, but 
even that would be against the probability 
of her retirement. She must know thut 
the odour of sanctity that bangs about the 
Chinese throne, to aay nothing of the com- 
plicated system of palace guards, cons‘itutes 
her best protection. Iu a Dower Hoase 
at any distance from these, her life would 
not be, in insurance parlance, a good risk, 
while if she remained quartered with the 
kimperor, her abdicati-n would by only 
nemioal,a mere farce. (se only solution 
of the mo her-in-law probluusgis to get her 
out of the house.

such friends of China as are addicted to 
slangy speech will murmur “No such 
luck.” Not even the best informed dare 
venture to propbesy what will happen when 
she does go, one way or another. The Em- 
peror may be a vastly different person to 
what he was when she forcibly superseded 
him. Hehas had much to endure. But 
bis imperial aunt is the same implacable 
foe to change that she has always been. 
Being a woman, she caunot help herself. 
On big questions and little ones, her atti- 
tude remains firm, one of devotion to the 
old order, before meddlesome foreign no- 
tions came to disturb Peking. Apart from 
the unforgiving attitude of those who can- 
not forget her share in the hor;ors of seven 
years ago, a share which wethiuk has been 
too lightly overlooke! by the diplomatic 
personnel at Peking, we would rejoice to 
find the news true, This happens to be a 
time in Far Enstern affairs when the re- 
moval of the arch-suffragetts would help 
the development- that must come, and so 
we hope that the date of her ab lication 
may be as near as gossip has it, and that 
the abdication will be a genuina one, and 
not like that of the ex-Emperor of Korea.

TH HARBOUR MYSTERY. 
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UNRAVELLING THE MYSTERY. 


AN ARREST EXPECTED. 
loth August. 

The murder revesled by the discovery on the 
#3. Mcnteogle on Wednesdsy~is one of the 
foulest and most gruesome in the annals of the 
Colony of Hongkong, while at the same time it 
was one of the most mysterious, and at first 
blnsh there appeared little chance of bringing 
the murderer to justice. But the energy of 
the local detectives increased in proportion 6 
the magnitude of the crime; an unexpected 
clue was discovered, and following this up, they 
have been successful in tracing the movements 
of the mao wh) arrived in Hongkong with the 
murdered woman. 

These visitors were from Manila. They 
were passengers by the EH. and A. «8. Hastern 
which vessel arrived in port on Satarday last. 
According to the steamer’s passenger list they 
travelled as Mr. and Mrs, Jones, bat on landing 
bere and going to stay at one of the leading 
hotels their names were entered as Mr. and Mrs, _ 
Davis. , 

Both are believed to be citizens of the 
United Sta‘ez, and so far as can be secertained 
at present, the man was 8 captain, or ex- 
captain, in the 4 merican marines. 

It would sppear that the murder was com- 
mitted some time on Naturdsy ni rht,-probsbly 
between ten and eleven o’eiddk, for according 
to the story of tha tilt boy at the hotel the 
box war ‘aken down by him before midnight. 

When the yolice visited the room in which 
the murdered woman and her companion were 
staying, they discovered three tranks which kd 

heen lett behind vy ths msn, and these they 
seized. They have also in their possession the 
trunk in which the body wads placed. It is a 
brown jron-bound box about two feet six by 
‘ne fcot eight, and has a depth of about two 
feet. T'o squeeze the body of a woman about five 
feet nine inches high into this, it will ba realised, 
must bave been a difficult (ask, 

When the murderer had completed it, how- 
ever, bis next arrapg: ment apparently was to 
keep the corpse from bumping against the sides 
‘of the box. To effcct this he jammed «n+ of 
his nightshirts between the body and the wood, 
thus making more solid the contents with the 
object of averting saspicion so far as the bearer 
of the truok was concerned. ‘Ihe nightshirt 
thus found bore the initial “J.” 

After this he secured bis victim's jewellery, 
which is believed to have been of considerable 
value, and there is also a tuspicion that ‘he 
obtained a sum of money which wasin her 
por session. 

Qn Sanday morning the man called at the 
office of Messrs. Butterfield and Swire, ooolies 
accompanying him and bearing the box. When 
a clark attended him, he said he waoted the 
trunk forwarded to Hoihow by the ss. Stngan 
which was to leave on the following morning. 
The box was accepted and placed pe 
other luggage on a verandah, the owner leaving 
when he saw it safely deppsited. During the 
game a(terocon, however, the stranger returned, 
and told the clerk he bad cban, his mind: 
he was going to Sydney instead of Ho:how, 
and would take the box away with him ageiv. 
It was handed over, and evidently when he 
left Mes:rs. Butterfield and Swire’s he took 
the trunk on board the Monteagle. 

His visit to tie local ebippi g firm, however, 
was productise of one eveut which went 8 loo 
way to assisting the cause of justio», for the cler' 
whom he approached was fortunately able to 
furnish s very good description of the criminsl. 
Ho was a tall wan, stan between five feet 
ten inches acd five feet eleven inches, thin and 
sharp featured.

anxiously awaited arrest. 

’ It is abusy time at the Detective Office just 
now, and the coatinual ring of the telephone bell 
is generally to inform the detectives that a man 
answering the description of the supposed 
murderer has been seen at such and such a 

lace, Mesars. Weismann & Co. and the Dairy 
arm Ld. had been visited by such a man, but 
police enguiries went to show that in each 
instance it was not the man they wanted. 
Amateur Sherlock Holmeses are plentiful at 
Hongkong just now. 

As eoon as they were made aware that the 
man for whom they sought was not a passenger 
by the as. Hengkng Maru the detectives 
redoubled their efforts to again get on the trail. 
They learned that a man of haggard appearance 
and with a stubbly beard did board the steamer 
mentioned at the last minute. He paid his 
fare and was passed by the doctor at the 
American Consulate, but his description did not 
tally with that of the man who is wanted. 

The description of another passenger who 
booked by the s.s. Tosa Maru under the name 
of Jackson did, however. This steamer cleared 
for Shanghai and Keelung on Tuesday, and the 
Nippon Yusen Kaisha’s passenger clerk stated 
that there was a passenger on board whose 
description tallied with that of the wanted man. 
This person, the clerk stated, called at the 
N.Y. K. office on Monday and asked the price 
of a passage to Shanghai. He was told $6U and 
later paid the money, remarking that his 
paggege was on board and that he was sailing 
by the vessel, 

Just before the steamer left the dootor 
from the American Consulate and the 
shipping olerk, both of whom were aboard, 
saw the suspected man, Jackson, holding con- 
Versation.with a Miss Smith who was a pass

‘1be murdered woman was Gertrude Dayton 
of Youngstown, Ohio, U.8.4.

From enquiries at the pawa shops, the police 
learned that two diamonds were pawned by 
a man giving the name of H. Jones for 
#55. This money was raised, it is believed, 
to gy Adzetts’ passage on the Tosa Maru. 

o Satarday afternoon shortly before four 
o'clock Detective Sergeant Watt arrested 
& man on suspicion, and took him to the 
Central Station. Mr, larson, the boat. 
swain of the stesmer Monteagle, identi- 
fied him as the person who tovk the box 
on board. There must have been a great 
ressmblance between the man arrested and the 
man wanted, for it appears the boatswain was 
mistaken. The police sent for another person 
who was acquainted with Adzetts and with- 
out hesitation she said the man in custody 
was not he. On her stitement the suspect was 
released. 

The police have sincé learned that the supposed 
murderer went on board the s,s, Korea, after 
having failed {o obtain a passage ty the 
Hongkong Maru, and asked one of the officers 
to endeavour to get him away by that vessel. The 
seaman approached, however, did not comply 
with the request, 

Yesterday afternoon and last night Chief 
Detective Inspector Hanson wa3 anxiously 
awailing a wire from Shanghai. On receipt of 
the news that Adzatts did not proceed by the 
Hongko.g Maru, the subsequent inquiries of 
the detectives elicited the information, already 
mentioned, that a man answering his description 
had booked by the Tosa Maru, This informa- 
tion, unfortunately, was gained too late to 
admit of a wire arriving at the northern Settle- 
ment before the ship. Word bas been received 
that the man wanted got ashore at Woosung 
and escaped, but the police expect a wire this 
morning announcing his capture, 

The man suspected of committing the terrible 
crime of last week ig atill st liberty. At the 
time of writing, the Hongkong police are 
confident that he socceeded in reaching Shang- 
hai, but whether he is still in the northern 
port or has made his way into Siberia or: else- 
where is a matter of conjecture. At any 
rate the Hongkong police can do little more 
than wait for information from Shanghai. Up 
till the present the telegram from hero has 


not been officially answered, and the inference : 


is that the authorities are delaying the reply 
till they 
news. ; 
Gossip of course is still busy over the affair, 
It is now declared that the suspect is wall 
known in Shanghai and Tientsio, and that he 
had a reputation as a pugilist. He is also 
known under several names, and it is tolerabl 
certain that Adzetts is not hig real name. A’ 
one time he called himself W. H. Anderson. 
He isalso believed to have served in the U. 8 
Marines. “ 
Tt was also s‘aled in Hongkone yésterday 
that the suspect travelled from Woosung’ to 
Shanghai by tr-in and left the railway station 
in a ricsha, ; 
Ono Ang. 14 the Hongkong police experienced 
a feeling of relief when they learned from the 
Datly Press that Adsetts, the man suspected of 
committing the ‘murder of last week, had been 
captured at Ch 
later by an official telegram to the Colonial 
Secretary. ; 
It is not known yet whether the Shanghai 
police will bring him to Hongkong or whether 
members of the local force will have to go up 
for him. At ayy rate he ought to be on his 
trial here within ‘two or three weeks, 
Information reached Hongkong on Aug. 15th 
that Adzetts had succeeded in breaking from 
the British Consulate gaol and evaded re-srrest 
for some hours when he was captured and 
placed on board the U. S. Galveston, ‘ 
Adsetts, being now on an American warship, 
is technicaliyon American soil. If the Ameri- 
can law of extradition be the same as the 
British, there is bound to be difficulty, for 
it will not be competent for the American 
commander to give him up, nor for the Consul 
or Minister to order his surrender. As an 
American citizen he can .olaim sanotuary.

At 10.30 p.m. on Angust 9th the detectives 
returned to Shanghai on board the tender Vul- 
ean, and disembarked on the P. & O. jetty in a 
disappointed frame of mind, we are sorry to say, 
and—without their man. For this however 
they were not to be blamed, seeing that he had 
not come up with the Hongkong M-ru; had 
never sailed on her in fact, from Hongkong. 
From enquiries made on board the vessal the 
officers learned that such a man as the one des- 
cribed had gone on board the Hongko.g Maru 
just before she left Hongkong, and said he 
wanted a passage to Shanghai where he knew 
some friends, gambling men and “ Sports ” who 
wonld get him a job. He was “down on his 
luck” he said having had a row with a trench. 
woman with whom he had been travelling, and 
he had no mo ey. He had some jewellery, . 
however, with which he offered to pay for his 
passag~, but this offer being refused he added 
that he would go on shore again, raise money 
on the gems, and pay for his ticket inthe usual 
way. The officers of the shi agreed that this 
would be the best course and the man left the 
ship, saying he would return later, but this it 
seems, he never did. 

One paper remarks. “If this individual 
should prove to be the one wanted by the Hong- 
kong police, it isa pea surprise that his’ 
movements should have feen so carelessly fol- 
lowed.” : 

That of course, would be written in ignor- 
ance of the fact that the Hongkong police were 
not aware of the crime till nearly three fuil days 
after the Hongkong Mar had gone.

Apparently this disappoint- 
ment made the Shanghai police less oa eful, 
for when they got the telegrant directing 
attention to the Tosa Muru, they did not go 
down to Woosung as they did before, but waited 
for-its arrival at the Shanghai wharf. he 
man disembarked at Woosung, an! so they had 
another disappointment. However, these mu- 
tual recriminations are nseless. The Hongkong 
police have not don» at all badly, and the Shang- 
hai police are to be congratulated for so smartly 
recovering a lost sceut 

The lates event in the trunk tragedy fs 
the exhumation of te body of the murdered 
woman; which took place on Tharrday after- 
noon. The police, Dr. Macfarlane, and Miss 
Josio Marshall a woman from Manila, were 
present, and the last named identified the body 
as that of Ge-trude Dayton.

On July 30 she accompanied Atzexs 
on the Fasten, and under the name of Mr. and 
Mrs. W. H Jones, and with Josie Marshall, 
ssiled for Hongkong. 

The details :f their trip and of where they 
went on arrival in H oogkong are not known 
here. They could not have been ia a hotal there 
ay than a day before Gertrude Dayton was 
killed. 

Beatrice Booth left here for Japan on the 
Kumano Maru on August 3, supposedly follow- 
ing the Dayton woman in an effort to get back 
the insurance which it was said Miss Dayton 
refased to return. Booth arrived in Hongkong 
three days after the murder. 

Gertrude Dayton, during her short career 
in these islands made several visite to points 
outside of Mainla. Sho is said to have 
meade a tour cf the southern island touch- 
ing st the principal fowna between here 
and Zamboaugs. At the latter port she 
remained several days aud is said to have capti- 
vated several cf the youths of that town with 
her excellent singiog and danciog. Upon her 
return to Manila she was in possession of several 
handsome presents which she was proud to 
exhibit to ‘ber acquaintances iu this city. Miss 
Dayton, as 8 gir), was well brought up, her 
manners were rather refined, she had a good 
education, was a brilliant convergalionalist and 
was pec fed musiosl and entertainiog. She | 
was tall and slender and had a fair complexion. : 
She had been an actreas. '

THE TAXATION QUESTION AT 
MACAO. 


t tetas Sage 
4N INQUIRY INTO THE CAUSES OF THES 
RECENT AGITATION. 


The Chinese at Macao during the past few 
mooths havé been greatly perturbed over 
the operations of the revenne department 
of the Colonial Government. For reasons, 
whether sound or otherwise we shall presently 
endeavour to make clear, the Chinese population 
bas been agitated by a belief that new taxes 
were being imposed; and they have held a 
nomber of meetings to discuss the situation. 
The last meeting nas attended by upwards of 
two thousand perso-s, which is prima fucie 
evidence of a wide-spread belief that they have 
a grievance. Our correspondent at Macao, an 
old resident of the Colony as familiar with the 
Chinese Janguage ss with Portugu:se, has in 
hia letters to the Datly Press reflected the views 
which his own inquiries have kd him to adopt, 
namely, that new and increased taxes are being 
levied. Cfficial denials of these allegations have 
been published in our columns and by placards 
posted in Macac, but curiously enough the letter 
from the Protector of Chiners which recently 
appeared in the Darly Press seemed to 
refute the denial which it was intended 
to make. In view of tbe perplexing 
nature of the coirespondence and the wide- 
spread public interest aroused in the question, a 
representativs of the D tly Prese has visited 
Macao for the parpose of inquiriog into the 
matter and ascertaining, if possible, how theso 
conflicting views are to be réwonciled. ‘I'he 
result is the following statement of the 
situation : 

THE ORIGIN OF TH® AGITATI N. 

The officials, from whom I received the 

fullest assistance in the prosecution of my 


inquiries, met the statement that an 
attempt had this year been made to 
impose new and imoreased “industrial 


coatribulions ” with au emphatic denial. There 
are two kinds of industrial taxes levied—a fixed 
tax or license fee upon industrial establishments 
of all descrip‘ions in the Colony, and a “variable 
tax" which the Protector of Chinese in his 
letter to the Daily Press describe! as an 
“industrial tax on anonal profits.” This, how- 
aver, seems to be an erroneous description of the 
tax. It is a tax on the earnings of pro‘essional 
men, such as doctors, surgeons, lawyers, teachers, 
notaries, solicitors, valuerr, compositors and other 
persons exercising similar professions and is 
chargeable on incomes exoeeding $100 p. a. 
An inquiry as to whether carpenters and masons 
came io that category, was auswered in the 
negative, though in what respect, for the pur- 
poses of taxation, a carpenter or an engineer 
differs from a compositor, I am unable to explain. 
I mentioned the case of a runner io the service 
of one of the hotels who told me that his e8 
were $15 a month (in a dit‘on, I suppose, to his 
board and lodging), and he is taxed on tbat 
income twelve dollars and some odd cents per 
annum. It was explained to me that such a 
man would rank in the profecsions as a “br. ker” 
and was therefore properly liable ¢) taxation. 
The tax on these “industrial incomes” is nix 
per cent. plus a surcharge of 40 per cent, for 


he earns more thon $100 per annum, is exempt 
from taxation. So slsoisa “workman.” — 
Tuese taxes have been on the statute books of 
tha Colony for more than fifty years, and I was 
informed by the officials that they hays always 
been levied. I can only conelnda-from my 
farther inquiries that in the past[the tax-gatherer 
has performed bis dati-s in ¢ most indulgent 


the Chinese this year as something new. In his 
recent letter to the Daily’ Press. the Protector 
of - hinese reporte! Mr. Lu Cau, one of the 
principal Chinese magnates of the Colony, as 
saying that this tax on/ industrial incomes had 
“ erroneously been rega¢ded asa poll tax.” And 
Mr. La Cau pointed ont that ‘this tax, far 
from bn A source of revenue to the Exche- 
quer would be s hindranse to the detelopment 
of Macao.” Why shofild one of the leadivg 
Chineee merchants s in terms like these if 
the taxdid not appesr to the Chinese as a new 
tax? When I put this question to a prominent 
official he sug thet an erroneous impres- 
ston was ofeated by the sentence owing to the 


writer's iraperfeot aoqusintantce with the English: 
language. What.was méant was totonly that: 
the tax would bea hindfarive to the develépinent’ 
of Macao. but that it has been, is and éver'will 
be so. If that is the case, why have ‘the people 
suddenly awoke to the fact P : 

The explanation of the whole matter wou'd- 
seem to be that there is a cew broom iu the 
revenue department which has been makitig: a 
clean sweep. The Chief of the Faseada tias 
found that it is the law of the Colony that these 
taxes shall be pid aad he has accordingly called 
for the necessary information to enable him to - 
assess the tax which each individaal liable to 
psy taxes ought properly to ocuntribute t) the 
Kxeb+quer. Moreover, he has printed and 
published the tables of oo tributions ble -b 
the industrial establishments in the Colony an 
it would also appear that he has in some cases 
revised the sesersmentes, that is to say, some 
establishments which previously wore ravked 
in the first class have been placed in « 4. 
higher cass, and the proprietors sccordingly 
called upon to wigs higher licences. I was 
officially informed, however, that this could only 
apply to very few cases and that the great’ 
majority of the establishments paid at the 
minimum rates. Whoever is aggrieved: has the 
right to sppeal against the assessment. 

These iudustiial taxes on shops cannot be 
described as burdensome, but the six per cent 
plus the surcharge of forty per cent. on anngal 
incomes must be an onerous tax on-the wages of - 
alarge namber of people who, according to - 
the law, sre liable to pay it. By the Istest Eati- 
mates published—thoee for the year ending June 
1907 — it appears that out of a total revenues of 
about $1,400,000 only a paltry $33,"00 is derived 
from the shop taxes and the industrial income’ 
tax combined. It seems incredible that these 
taxer, if exactly levied and rigorously enforced, 
would not yield a larger revenue that this io 
a city of 90,000 people, and prima facie the 
smalines: of the revenue supports the view that 
in the past there has besa an indulgent 
execution of the law. The Government has 
contented itself with what the assessment has 
happened to prodace, and it is simply, in fact, 
the appearance of- an iotention to be less 
indulgent that has raised the Kornets’ nest:

ANOTHER CHINESE DECREE. 


A Decrea dated August 2nd and issued in the 
name of the Empress Dowager, states that the 
firat duty of the Sovereign is to nourish and 
seek after the welfare of his subjects. The 
Ancients attached great importance to the 
proper condact of internal government, and in 
even greater proportion the necessity of pro- 
moting harmony aod cordial relationships with 
foreign countries, China at the preseut da 
has her hands full of national problems. Her 
commonalty Lave not improved in riches ; hence 
the necessity of paying more attention to 
finance and economics conditions. To attain 
this end, wo established the Minietry of 
Agriculture, Works and Commerce to attend 
to these matters, but it is to be regretted 
that although several years have passed, 
the minds of the people have not been opened 
and enlightened as much ag should be and 
this has been due to the fact that officials of 
all degrees have not inaugarated reforms 
with proper energy and earnestness, while 
their manner of exhortation and their advice 
for the encouragement of th: people have vot 
béen satisfactory. We, therefore, hereby 
command the Vio-roys, Governors, and Tartar 
Generals of provinces to instruct their subor 
dinates to make all haste to start all kinds of 
industries (hat are needed, and to exert them- 
selves to encourage business amongst the people. 
Those who are able to promote agricultural 
enterprises, mechanical arts and handiorafts, 
trades and mines or any other kind of 
business, or aid merchants to subscribe 
capital for industrial enterprises, | and 
succeed in then:—such officials or gentry who 
have worked to such an end will be rewarded 
by ‘the Throne to an extraordinary degree, 
Should any one be able to show that he has 
succeeded in starting a manufactory or industrial 
work with a capital of over ten million taels, 
where the workmen number several thousand, 
such persons will Le even more greatly re- 
warded—even to the extent of being raised to 
the peerage. We further command the 
Ministry concerned to draw up 8 scheme of 
rewards in accordance with the foregoing 
and report the same to us without delay. 
The said Min‘stry is also commanded to present 
an anoual repyrt upon conditions of trade and 
industries that bave been started and brought 
to completion aud success and these aonual 
reports are ta be distributed to officials, high 
and low, \hroughont the Empire for their 
information. Should any official, led by private 
animus fail to give proper assistance and 
protection to merchants and tradesmen, such 
official will te severely panished and no leniency 
will be showo. Let Our aim be to have no Jand 
lying failow within our bor er, no wandering 
bands of unemployed people, and let us all work 
to make our country wealthy and strong. This 
is our earnest hops, :

PIECE GOODS. 


Messrs. Noel, Murray & Co.'s Report on the 
Shanghai Piece Goods e, dated Shanghai, 
8th August, 1907, states!—The hot weather has 
set in at last in real earnest in these parts, and 
though the belated and much needed sun has 
come in time to save the cotton and rice crops, to 
the unfortunate toilers here it is very trying and 
but little conductive to pushing business succe3s- 
fully. Fortunately, perhaps, the first two days of 
the current week were the regular Autumn bank 
holidays which most offices observed for part of 
the days, the heat in the early afternoon being 
almost unbearable. It is not surprising, therefore, 
to learn from one who has lived in the North that 
the native merchants up there do next to nothing 
during the hot spell. The fact is, during the 
drought that Tientsin haa just got through, the 
creeks had no water in them and the roads were 
all dust. Now after the rain, although the creeks 
are navigable, the roads are impassable, and so the 
delay in transport still continues. Fresh diffical- 
ties appear to be constantly arising to hamper 
the trade in Manchuria, by which Newchwang 
continues to suffer; now it is floods owing to the 
heavy rainfall, with the consequent washing 
away of railway embankments, ete, But these are 
only outward and visible signs of the depressed 
state of trade; unfortunately there are others, 
though not. so pronounged. There is a zeneral 
feeling of of unrest and insecurity. Bankers are 
suspicious and withhold credit. Itis not only the 
piece goods and yarn markets that have been 
overdone, almost everything has suffered in the 
same way, and the day of reckoning must come. 
S80 much for the situation here. The home mar- 
strong enough to discourage 
further importations for the present, and ever 
those that have felt themselves boand to buy 
* just to keep our cloths and chops on the market 
don’t cher know” a following Aes sae _ 
chester keeps very y the ers 0 
standard cloths, as not only are they well engaged 
forward, but, owing to the low grade of cotton, 
have to pay points on to secure possible quality. 
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Thie is what several of the millsin the United States 
ave unfortunately failed to do, with the con- 
sey uence that what have always been looked upon 
as standard makes have been glaringly let down, 
and the value of their chopa is almost irretrievably 
ruinel on tbis market. It put the importers in a 
most difficult position vis-a-vis buyers, who in the 
present congested state of this market are only 
too ready and willing to hit upon any excuse for 
repudiating their contracts. Manchester took 
years to learn how to avoid such pitfalls, and it 
behoves manufacturers in the States to be equally 
careful, if they do not wish their trade to be 
discredited in this country. On the receipt of the 
news of the August condition of the crop the price 
in Liverpool advanced to 7.38d. for “spot” and 
6.97d. for “futures,” but haa declined to 7.30d, to- 
day for the formér.
